FARMINGDALE, N. Y. -S h a ll 
we mobilize? In Washington, the 


question envisions the call-up of 
reservists and the forward m ove­ 
ment of troops and weapons. But 
here on Long Island, once t h e 
happy haunt of the Polo Set but 
now a teeming colony of aero­ 
Space industries, a different im age 
arises. W hat? Mobilize our scien­ 
tific front? 
First, ask what is the scientific 
front? Almost side by side out 
here stand Republic Aviation Cor­ 
poration’s new Research 
& 
De­ 
velopment Center, 
opened 
l a s t 
April, 
and 
Brooklyn 
Polytchmc 
Institute s new graduate School of 
Engineering, still unfinished. The 
juxtaposition, indeed the interde­ 
pendence. 
of Big Business 
and 
advanced 
scientific 
learning — 
that's the scientific front! 
Brooklyn Poly got its 25 - acre 
site, plus $50.000 
from Republic 
Corp., plus sums from several tax 
free 
foundations, 
plus 
$375,000 
from the taxpayers through t h e 
National Science Foundation. I t is 
a lot m ore difficult to mobilize 
brains than battalions. The m ulti­ 
ple m arriage of industry, schools 
and 
Government 
had 
produced 
many victories for us. It would 
be dangeous to start fiddling with 
winning combination. 
H. A. Pearl, a M aster of Science 
from 
Brooklyn Poly and 
one of 
its busiest sons, was making this 
point very 
emphatically, 
telling 
his interviewer: 
"You can't conscript invention. 
The Russians have the advantage 
there, because they are 
used to 
doing what the State 
tells 
them to 
do. For instance. NASA is much 
in need of scientific talent — but 
if we went into the industries and 
universities and tried to draft the 
talent, it just wouldn’t work out.” 
Mr. Pearl, an intense and valu­ 
able person who was in charge of 
dielectric materials for the A i r 
Force’s airborne electronics 
for 
nine years before taking jobs with 
Bell Aircraft and later Republic, 
rem arked upon another American 
peculiarity which often gets pious 
tut-tuts from the intellectualists. 
" It's almost useless.’’ he said, 
to ask for funds to do basic re­ 
search in America. In Russia, if 
they need pure research, 
that's 
what they order up. But there's 
always a Congressman on every 
com mittee who'll want to know 
what the money's to be spent for. 
and he isn't satisfied to hear that 
in basic research you can't real­ 
ly be specific.” 
T h e 
disadvantage, 
however. 


turns out to be 
m ore 
seeming 
than real when a practicing scien­ 
tist like Mr. Pearl begins to un­ 
fold the subject. We have now 
reached a stage in aero - Space 
development when the design of 
vehicles and instrum ents has gone 
far ahead of the m aterials which 
Nature has provided. D espite the 
horse - and • buggy preachm ents 
about our need for m inerals in 
underdeveloped countries, this na­ 
tion's critical supply is m ore in 
our own laboratories than in these 
alien lands. 
If the minerals don’t exist In 
Nature.” said 
Mr. 
P earl, 
"we 
make them. But we don't meke 
them unless 
there's 
a 
demand. 
For instance, here you have a 
piece of lumber. If you w ant to 
build a house with it, you take a 
saw and cut it up. But suppose 
you wish to make paper out of 
the wood, or cloth out of the wood, 
or a or a m oth-resistant cloth out of 
the wood. Why, then, you break 
up the wood into its molecules, 
and reassem ble them in a com 
bination that repels m oths. But. 
first, you have to learn a lot about 
molecules. 
This 
is 
how 
Spacecraft 
and 
Space system s are 
to 
be 
built 
from now on. as far as anybody 
can see. The natural products are 
being taken to pieces, by mole­ 
cules. by atoms, by neutrons. In 
many instances (because we are 
‘lazy” o r in a tearing hurry to 
m aterialize a new design, s a y s 
Pearl), we coat or paint 
Space- 
borne instrum ents with the right 
combination to resist radiation, to 
give flexibility to brittle objects, 
or what not. 
Well, th t American Way is not 
the European or Oriental way. We 
do not regiment very well. We do 
not tolerate much day-dreaming. 
We have a national purpose, but 
almost no national patience. Still, 
until now, we have always beaten 
the foreign blackguards who did 
things differently — and there’s 
no need to be apologetic, 
or to 
change 
the American 
Way for 
theirs.
